more definitely describe the subject matter of the claim. This is not a narrowing 
amendment, and Applicants have not surrendered any subject matter by this 
amendment. The Office's concerns over the terms "the resulting grouping", "which 
remain in each case", and "X " have also been addressed by this amendment. Again, 
this amendment is not narrowing and no subject matter has been surrendered by the 
amendment. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully 
request the reconsideration and reexamination of this application and the timely 
allowance of the pending claims. Further, because the Office has found the elected 
claims allowable, it is required to rejoin non-elected process and method claims which 
include all limitations of the composition claims. See MPEP § 821 .04. Applicants 
hereby request that the Office rejoin and examine these claims and find them allowable.
